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Pry», Mr.Burton, Dr.Baftick were very notorious. Theſe men 
ar this rime in the: beginning of our troubles were broughr from 
cheir priſons in diſtant remore parrs'ot England, in triumph ro 
London, and ſoon after. moſt ot the Biſhopz commirred to rhe 
Tower, nnderno leſs then a charge of High Treaſon, which 
being nor ro be evidenced, moſt of rhem were afrer ſome time 
diſm fſed upon bail , ovely the Archbiſhop of Canterbury and 
Biſhop of Fly were reſerved ro their Juſtice. 

Many honeſt Parriors there were no doubt of char party 
which inclined tothe clipping and 'abridging the power ot rhe 
Hterarchy which they (© _—_ miſtook, the imporruniries of 
the people made orhers, urherwiſc principled ro ſwim with the 
ſtream ; bur no ſooner this Fir was over, but we were leifed all 
over with the difcaſe of a Civil War. | 

The King had been ſo affronted with the daily cumults which 
thoſe tor Juſtice againſt Straford, and No Biſhops brought with 
them, & had ſo ofren moved for rhe prevention and remedy rhere- 
of, in vain, rhat having certain intelligence who the 'Grandeeg 
were that abcrred thoſs riorous Aﬀcemblies, and alſo had ha4a 
hand in the Scorch Troubles, whoſe nntoward iffae and con- 
clufion lay heavy up9n his heart, he reſolved co ſeiſe them inthe 
Parliamenr-honie, and ſo bring them ro a ſpeedy Triak.”* 

This was atrempred by rhe King, bur the hirds were” flown, 
norice being given che Houſe of Common by one Langriſh;ra 
Servant ot rhe Queens, of rhe Kings coming thirher ro cemand 
the Five Members : Bur the bufineſs ended nor fo, rhe Houſe 
yore it a breach of privife{pe, ard complain oc evil Connſetlors 
about rhe Kings perſon, who nor atle or willing longer ro en- 
dure rhoſe indigniries otter. daily ar h's Courr gares, leaves 
Whicthat, and deparrs' fronf Hampton Court , and ſoon after rhe 
Five Members rerurn'ro rheir places in the Houſe, guarded 
chither in much bravery by rhe Trained Bands by water. 

This added tucl ro rhe” fire, chat was\now ready -ro flame; 
nor could ar.orher combuſtion in the ſiſter Kingdom of Ireland, 
which broke torch in" 0ftober ſome two moneths betore give 
ther caution to look ro this ar home. | 

The manner of the breaking forth, and the diſcoveay of thar 
Iriſh Rebellion was as followerh. | 
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; Anno Domini , 1641. 

AN the 23. day of Ofober , 1641. that horrid Rebellion 
broke ' forth rhere, that day rhey intended ro ſeize rhe 
Caftle of Dublin, rhe-Iriſh being every where elſe riſen and in 
arms, bur -rhe deſign was diſcovered by one Owen Conally,, an 
Iriſh Gentleman by birth and family, but a rerainer to Sir lob 
Clotworthy, who being acquainted with rhe plot by one of the 
Rebells leaping over a ſer of pales, whether he prerended ro 
goand caſe himſelf, eſcaped by rhe tavour of a dark night, ran 
away , and informed rhe Lord Juſtice Parſtns with the whole 


defign. 

22ober Cinba this difcovery the Lord Mack Gutre, and one Mr. Mae 
Mahnm wereſeiſed in Dublin, rhe Town, though in a moſt rer- 
rible fright, was preſently pur into a poſture uf defence. Ad-' 
vice was ſent thorowont the Kingdom of Ireland of rhe Rebel- 
lion, / bur all roo late; for ir was univerſal, and no part of the 
Kingdom where they were nor riſen; ſo rhat a Proclamation 
= them, and all raifing of Arms, was rhe beſt preſent re- 
me 


Novem. Notwichfanding the Rebels nnder the command of Sir Phe- 
lim Oneal as General, ſeize all Yiſter excepr the Caſtle of Eneſ- 
kelin , ſparing for a while rhe Scorch Planrations there ; bur 

ing ſo numerous, that rhey dreaded not any ſupplies from 
rhe vicinity of Scotland, rhey ar laſt force rhem, plunder them, 
and garriſon the chett places of ſtrength. 

Sir Phelim Oneale rakerh Dwndalk , and publiſherh his Decla- 
Decem: mcion, called; The Declaration of the Cathelique Confederate Sub- 
jefbs of bis Majeſties iKingdome of Ireland , fiufr with- many 
ſhews'of their Religion and-Þoyalry; as could be ; and which 
1s notable, afferring that rhey did jr: to remove thar Tyranny pur 
upon their conſciences, in imitation of-rheir fellow-ſubjects of 
Scotland , who got a-priviledge by rhat courſe. 

Preſently after. they befieged Tredab, but. afrer ſeveral en-

thlleved toured him, recovering Dundalk again by ftorm , purring 

all ro rhe ſword , while Ozcale hardly eſcaped over the river, 
and ſo fieg.. Leave 
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Leave we this Kingdom in a forlorn, miſerable condition, and 
caſt an eye homeward. The King was deparred trom Ham on 1n- Os 
Court, thence in company wirh his Queen and his Daughrer 7; **BÞ 
the Princeſs of Aur ro Dover ro ſeer ſhipped for Hol-,.Q Þ| 
land; he returned fireight ro Greenwich , from thence ha- frethe | 
ving the Prince in his company ro Theoballs, Still the ditference parlia- 
widened more and more according as he removed from London, n's 
ro which he was imporrunarely defired ro rerun by both Houſes 
by the members rhereof who continued firring ; though rhe 
Grandees of the Faction were well conrented with what di- 
ftance he kept from them, as rendring their prerended jealou- 
fies and tears more and more credible ro rhe deluded people. 
From Thoballs the miſundeftandings till increafing berwixt the 
King and his Two Houſes, he removed Norrhward , frſt ro 
Reyfflon, rhence ro Newmarket, and in conclufion ro York , ha» 
viug received and anſwered ſeveral meffages from the Parliae 
ment by the way. 

The principal difference berween rhe King and them was the 
Miliria , this was diſputed berwixr rhem, the King chiming ir 
as an unſeparable t1ghr of the Crown , and the Houſes urg 
rhe management ot ir tor preſent ſaristaftion and fatery , and 
had thereupon nominated Othcers, which deſignation the Kiug 
diallowed, and now the ruprure was viſible.

| May In the mean while the Parliament was intenr on the hnfineſs of 
| leavying Arms,though ſeveral Patriorz of buth Houſes did whar 
rhey could ro perſwade ro an accommodation, amongſt whom 
Sir Benjamin Rudyard was one of the chief, who all along war- 
ned them of rhe miſerics of a Civil War, and what a ſhame it 
wouldbe to rhem in after-rimes, and ſo conſequently ro all Par- 
liaments, it when the King had condeſcended io tar they ſhould 
roceed to rhe effuſion of blood upon fo. unneceſſary. a quarrel ; 
dyedſoon atrer rhe firſt blead was drawn ; and that ipeech 
of his on his dearh-bed is very remarkable-, My. Pym and Mr,

for War both of Mcn, Horſe, Money and Arms went on very 
faſt, :efpecially on the Parliaments fide ar London, where all per- 
ſons of all ages anil Sexez contributed fo excefiively to rhe fur- 
therance of. the War, that the ſum which it amounted unto is 
almoſt incredible.

Egin we now with rhe 24th year, being the laſt of King 
Charles the Firſt, 1648. wherein the King ſeemed as for- 
midablc in his intereſt, as ever he was from the beginning of 
che War. The Parliament was divided, and jealouhes berwixi 
them and rhe Army encreaſed every day, Trading fopr. fo that 
on the ninth of Apri/ another rumule happened in Lond n by 
the Apprentices, who ſeized rhe Gates, rook a Drake trom the 
Lord Mayors, and planted it at Ludgate, bur the 4rmy horſe 
entring with their General at Alderſgate , marched 10 Leaden- 
Hall, and after a lirrle skirmiſh diſperſed rhem : Several Periti- 
ons for reſtirurion of the King came from ſcvcral Counties. 
Bur in  a/es a ftronger Inſurreqtion broke our , Major Gene- 


Fagans ral Laughorn , formerly a great man for che Parliament , Colo-

Tay8- band, and preſently ſeize upon Pembroke Caſtle, 7enby Caſtle, 


nel Poyer, and Colonel Powell , of rhe ſame fide, refuſe ro dif- 


and declarc tor rhe King ; Chepſtow Caſtle is likewiſe raken by 
Sir Nicholas Kemiſh tor rhe ſune fide; Againſt theſe Colonel 
Horton is ſent with three thouſand men ; Horton receives a bruſh, 
by falling with pait of his men under Culonel Fleming into an 
Ambuſcado : Whereupon Laughorn hearing of Cromwell; ad- 
vance alſo, reſolved ro fight Horron ; ſo the buſineks came ro a 
fghr at S. Fagons, where the Welſh b-ing raken on a ſudden, 
not intending ro fight that day, were preſently atrer rhe firſt on- 
ſer ronred, above five thouſand of their eight being raken, a 
grear many killed, and the reſt ſhelrred in the rwo Calltles atore- 
faid. Sir Tohn Owen was up in Arms in North-Walez, and had 
deftcared rhe Sheriff oppoſing h:m., bur was afterwards taken 
himſelf. Cromwell ſtorms Tenby Caſtle, and rakes it, and atter 
a ſbort reſiſtance, Pembroke yielded upon diſcretion , as ro the 
tives of thoſe three Commanders, whereot one Colonel Poyer 
diced by lor ;, and ſo Cromwell having quicred Wales, (Sir Necho- 
Las Kemiſh being lain by the ſtorming ot Chepſtow Caſtle which 
he had newly taken) marched into Lancaſhire ro meer rhe 
Scorch Army, who under their General- Duke Hamilton, having 
joyned wirh rhoſe Englith forces under Sir Marmaduke IL angdale 
& Sir Phil þ Mu grave, werc advancmg, tor London ro rcj\ore the 
King. This Army confiſtcd of 24000 men effective, At 
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Ar rhe ſame rime alſo the Kenriſhmen having ſeen and heard 
the uſage their Neighbours of S»rrey had for peritioning for 
peace , bcing ſome ot rhem killed by rhe Army-guards in Wef- 
minſter Hall, reſolved ro ask or demand with their ſword in 
their hands, that which the S*rrey men had been refuſed. They Maide * 
roſe, to the number of ren thouſaud , and had defigned rhe —_—_ 
Duke of K:chmond for their General , which upon his retuſal, pd 
was, Confkerred upon rhe Earl of Norwich. To ſuppreſs this ri- 
fing , whether abundance of ſtour valiant young men reſorted 
our of London , General Fairfax was ſent in perſon, and ro 
gloſe with the Londoners, rhe old Militia was again confirmed, 
Ar Maidſtone, a part of the Kenriſhmen oppoſed rhemſelves a- 
gainſt the General, maintaining rhe Bridge fo reſolutely, rhar 
ir came to a very hor encounter, ſo rhat the General was forced 
ro alighr our of his Coach, and led in his men himſelt. Afrer 
chey had paſſed rhe Bridge, they were torced ro fight every _ 
betore rhey came ro rhe Town, where the fight was conrinue 
wirh the like gallantry , and had any reliet come, it would have 
been a queſtion wh: rher it had nor urrerly ronted rhe Parliament 

Upon rhis detear, the other greater party that were at Roche. 
ſer, tlipr away rd Blick-Heath, and trom rhence ferried and paſ- 
ſed over into Eſſex and made their Head-quarrer at Bow, bur rhe 
Ciry ſtirred ncr in favour of them, bur a party of horle of rhe 
Army was ſent thirher, where after ſome light skirm.ſhes, che 
removed turrher inro Eſſex, where many Gentlemen joyned wich 
them, my Lord Capel, and orhers, and (o to Colcheſter , wherher June} 
the General preſently atrer tollowed rhem. 

To ſecond this, part of the Navy revolrs alſo, and fer afhore x, 
Col.K:insborough their Commander , and Pontefratt Caſtle was yy re- 
ſurprized by Col. Morris; and now rhe Parliament having fo volus 
many iron: in the hre, null rhoſe Vores of non-Addreſs ro rhe 
King, and reſolve of a Treaty az the beſt expedient. 

To turther which purpoſe , th- Prince of Wales having im- 
PBarqued himſelt in the Retormarioh, came into the Downs with 
25 Sail of Men of War, where he landed 'ome men, and had 
Deal and Sandwich Caſtles delivered him ; bur rhe E. of Warwick 
and Sir George Ayſcue making inro the Dow: rogether , and rhe 
Prince lacking victual,he ſer (ail for Helvort Sluce (nut being able 
ro do any thing for his friends at Colcheſter) whether Warwick al- 
ſo tollowed him. | 

This was nor all thar was done for rhe King, for this very 
ſae crime rhe Earl of Yolland, the D. of Buckingham, his ny 
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ak the Lord Francis, the Earl of Peterbormgh, and others, afſem- 
—_—_ bled at Kingſon , and declared for rhe King, being about a thuu- 
aien. fand, and more hourly expected ; bur Sir M:chact Liveſey falling 
pon rhem ſaddenly; they were forced tv leave the Town, lo- 
fing that Nuble Gentleman rhe Lord + Francis, who refu ed quar- 
rer, and (6 ſpeeded ro S.Neots in Bedfordſhire , where Colonel 
S$croop tell upon them in rheir- quarters,killed Culonel Dalbeir, 
and rook the Earl of Holland in , with ſome forty more, 
(rhe Duke and the Earl of P:t:rborowgh hardly eſcaping ) and 
diſperſed the whole party. 
Ln The Scotch Army was advanced now as far as Preſton in Lan- 
1 raſhire, where Lievtenant General Cromwell, being joyned with 
ug-27 Major General L:mbert, awaited them. Ar this time alſo Scar* 
borough declare; for rhe King , Sir Matthew Boynton being Go- 
vernour there. Auguſt 17. both Armies faced one anorher, and 
within rwo hours rime the Scors begin ro flinch , fo rhat the 
brunt of rhe fight fell upon the Engliſh, who fided with them. 
The Scors being ready ro fly , the Parliament Army doubled 
their courage , and pur them to the rour rwo ſeveral wayes. The 
next morning, being the 18th of Auguſt, the Scots made a ſtand, 
and did ſome notable execution on the pnrivers, bur the Army 
n—_y P, they fled again , crying Mercy, Mercy, fo that rhey 
mighr be heard five miles rogether an end , multitudes were 
killed, and more taken priſoners , being in number equivalent 
to the Army that vanquiſhed them. , Duke Hamilton fled firſt ro

Atter it was known which way Hamilton rook , Cromwell fol- 
R _ lowed after Monro into Smoiland, and there begun intelligence 
| with ſome of rhoſe Scors in rendency ro his a rer-defign , and 
| after they had cajoled one another , he departed into England; 
| having received the thanks of the Commirrce ot Eftares for rhe 
ſervice he had done rheir Nation; | 
Upon the news of rhis detear ſent in by General Fairfax 19 
the beſieged in Colchefter, a Councel of War was held whar ro 
do , ir was once agreed, rv make an eruption out , and attempt 
* the whet@ Amy beleaguring them ; bur this, through ſome ſu- 
21ded. ſpirion amongſt rhe Souldiers of being deſerred by rheir Off- 
guſt, ecrs in the ation, was fruſtrated; whereupon ir came to a _

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of treating with rhe Enemy : and ſo ir was concluded (rhe be- 
fieged having earen all their horſes and the dogs in the Town) 
that the Officers ſhould be lefr ro diſcretion, rhe ſouldiers ro

this, Ihope ( and pray God ) that they may too ;, Tet 
for all this, God forbid, that I ſhould be ſoill a Chriſtian, 
ar not to ſay , that Gids Judgements are juſt upon me :

on the ſame errand ro the King of Spain, was killed alſo by 
ſome Engliſh men in his Inne ar Supper ; this did mightily in- 

the new Commonwealth , that their Min ſters could no 
w be prorected. 

According to the concluſion of the Treaty berween the King 
and his Subjedts of Scotland, he rook ſhipping at Schiveling in 
Roland , and landed, alter ſome dangerous weather , ſafc in 
the Spey in Scotland , having narrowly miſt ſome of the Parlia- 
ments Frigors, that lay in wait for him. Cromwell therefore 
expcdired his march, and enrred Scotland with a well-appoint- 
ed Army of 18000 men , againſt which invaſion the Scors did 
very much expoſtulate , and more fiercely prepared ro defend 
themſelves. 

The Engliſh Army there ore, Ty 22. advanced trom Berwick 
into Scotland , rhe Scorch Army lying incamped in the fields 
about Mu{cleborowrh , ſtrongly intrenched ; divers skirmiſhes 
paſt, andir was wer weather, which very much incommodared 
che Engliſh ; neverthelc{; they rake two honſes by ſtorm. and 
borh Armies then faced one another , the great Guns playm 
on both f1les, bur rhe Scors declined che Engagem-nt , wa 
the Engliſlyperceiving, marched back ro Dunbar, and in acorn 
Geld, half a mil- from the Sea, in a low ground , lodged rhere 
Septem5. 1. wherher rhe Sccrs drew andincamped m the high 
ground above ir , waking fire of a vidary ; bur Cromwells for- 
ces charging reſolurely to gain the pa's, and having maſtred ir, 
the whule Army on a ſudden tell upon rhe Scors, and a rer an 
hours diſpure, rhongh interiour in number , roured rhem, kil- 
ling 4000. and raking 10000 priſoners, 200 Corners and Co- 
lours, 27 Field-pieccs, 10000 Arms , and rhree Lords : Theſe 
Colours, with thoſe taken at Preſton , were atterwards fer up 
in Weſtminſter Hall , as alſo rhoſe cf Worceſter thereatrer. The 
Scor; quit Leith and Edinberowgh , which are poſſefied by the 
Engliſh, who advance to Sterling, and fortific Linl thyow 

everal encounrers, and paileys were berween Cromwell, and 
Colonel Ker, and Stra»ghan, tor the Kirk alone z in one where» 
oc Ker was deicared , and taken priſoner z and by the orhcs 
Straughan was brought overta fide w th the Englith. Ed who» 
rowgh Caſtle had been long beſieged and undermined, bur ar laſt

The Scors had raiſed anorher Army , whereof rhe King was 
General: This Army was compounded of Cavaliers and Pref- 
byrers , being in all 21000 men ; with rheſe rhe King marched 
from Sterling to Torwood , and there regularly incamped ; rhi- 


ther came Cromwell , hoping ro draw rhem onr ro fhght, bar ' 


could nor , only he ſtormed Calendar Houle in their view : Ne- 
verthelcC,, in the interir, Colonel Overton, by boats, had paſſed 
pari of the Army from Leith into Fife , who being (ſeconded by 
a grearerforce under Major General Lambert , the Scots being 
alarum'd ar this unexpected invaſion , ſend down Sir To" Brown 
ro drive them out ; whereupon a bloudy fight enſued , bur rhe 
victory tell ro the Engliſh, neer 1500 Scots were flain, and 
1000. with Sir John, raken priſoners. 
Afrer rhe Army thus was landed on Fifes fide, and had given 
rhe Kings torces a deicar, it was adviſed rhe King ſhould - 
'ſertly deſert Scotland , ( rhe Engliſh having now thipr molt of 
their men over, and lo given rhe King the advagtage of rwo 
daies march from Sterling ) and by the way of Carliſle ſpeedily 
march for England , which was accordingly put in execution 
and after a very troubleſome march, ſome oppoſition being 
made at Warrington Bridge by Major General Harriſon,(hnce ex» 
ecured, and there worſted) on rhe 22 of Aug»ſ?, having marched 
three hundred miles in three weeks rime he arrived at Worce- 
fer with his Army, couſifting of 11000 foot , moſt whereof 


' were 6 pd , and 3090 horſe , made up wirh ſo:ne addiri- 


onal Engliſh , under the nuw Righr Honouzuble Earl of Shrews»

Lury, Colonel Howard, and other Knights and Gentlemen, who 
had eſcaped with the Earl of Derby thither, after the defear gi- 
yen the ſaid Earl by Colonel Lilburn ar Wigan. 

Afﬀrerrhe King had reſted his Army a while at Worceſter, and 
ſummoned in the neighbourmg Counties ro a rendezvouze, in 
order ro a conjun@ure ; upon which ſome ſmall appearance was 
made (rhe Rebels drawing neerto artaque rhe Ciry ) rhe King 
b#ook himſelt ro make ſome !orrifications , ſuch as time would 
permir, at Ypton bridge, and abour rhe Town. 

By the beginning of September, Cranwells whole Army, afrer 
a ſufficient reireſhmenr, and additional forces of the Miliria , 
which were Tpeedily raiſed in every Ceunty , preſented himſelf 
on every fide of rhe City ; rhe number ot rhem conſiſted of 
very neer 50000 men well armed ; rh;c firſt places atraqued was 
Ppton Bridge, which Colonel, now Sir Edward Maſſey , ftoutly 
defended, rill being over-powred , 'and himſeli wounded , he 
was forced ro retreat, and leave rhe enemy tree paſſage. 

MM Eenetay rhe rhird of September , rhe Enemy reſolved to 
fall on, which they did ar ſeveral places ; firſt ar Powick bridge, 
wherher the King himſclt in perſon went, and bear back the 
Brigade: afligned ro rhat poſt ; bur being necefiirared ro go back 
into rhe City to give orher Orders , his torces lacking Ammu- 
nition, were forced to give way, and make a diſorderly rerrear 
into Worceſter, Preſertly upon rhis, rhe Enemy charged* turi- 
ouſly upon anorher parr , where his Majeſty himſelt in perſon 

ave not-ble proot of his valour, Duke Hamilton receiving a 
r hard by him, of which he a'rerwards died; bvt freſh (up- 
plycs conung in every minute, and rhe Naughrer falling upon 
the new raiſed men ( Cromwell! reſerving his Vereranes tor rhe 
Jaſt ) rhe King quit the field : (Some 1mpure it ro David Leſh- 
leyes not coming with his horſe ro his ſnccour in time) and drew. 
within the walls : -Bnr the Rebel: parfued rheir ſuccel;, and ha- 
ving caſt up a'ſudden barrery, compelled rhe Forr-Royal ro ſur- 
render , while anorher part of rhe Army «nr:e4_ar another 
place, and fell immediarclyro the plundeting 0: rhe Ciry : By 
1x of the clock the whole Town was gaincd , and rhe fireers 
thy with blood, a grear ſlaughter be'ng made that unfortunate 
day. 


Berween fix and ſeven a clock, in rhe dwsk of rhe evening, * 


the King, accompanied with rhe chici ot his Nobiliry , and 
ſ5me ſixty horſe, departed Northward cur of S. Martins gate ; 
Having nida litrl> way, and upon conſultation held what to do 
| in 
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in that diſtreſs of affairs , the Farl of Derby adviſed the King ro 
fly ro a houſe called Boſcabelt , where hethimſelf had found ſe- 
curity in his flight from Wigan aforeſaid : To that irrenr, one 
Mr. Giffard, an Inhabiranr' rhereat ours, was called for , who 
with the afi;ſtance of one Mr. WV aikr, formerly a Scourmaſter 
in the Kings Army , with ſome diftculty, (rhe King riding all 
the nighr) brovghr him ro a place called rhe Wi;ire-Ladies , a 
mile beyond Beſcabell, ro avoid ſuſpirion of izying rhere. 
Ar their coming ro White-Ladias on break of day. Thurſday 
Septemh, 4.

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Srraightwirh W:l;,am Pexdvill wag brought ro the King by the 
Earl of Dervy , and the care aud prevervation of his moſt Sacred 
Majeſty commitrred 20 his charge , and the :reſt of rhe Brothers 
the Earl hingfſelt wonld have ftaid, bur there was no underta- 
fecuriry tor them both ) fo preſently the Lords crook rheir 
heavy leave, anddeparred , every one ſhitting for himſelf. The 
Duke of Buck ngham, Earl of Dery , Lord Talbot, rhe Earl of 
Lauderdale, and rhe ret of that party, being overtaken at New- 
port, in their march Northward, and routed : the Duke eſcaped, 
and found a hiding place ar a friends of his Family in Shropſhire: 
the reſt were r:iken (the Eart of Derby mdſt inhumanely and un- 
juſtly beheaded ar Bolton , with Sir Timathy Fetherflon-Hawgh , 
and ſome others elſewhere ) and impriſoned ; only rhe Lord

Now the King and his company being departed, having ra- 
ken a Woodbill into his hand, went our with Richard into the 
adjoyning woo, called Spring Coppice.

houſe ) _ rode away as alt as they conld poflible. Thisthe 
King was informed of by his two atorcſaid Scouts, who ſtrag- 
led for intelligence ncer the village. . 

This Thurlday rhe King continuedal! day in rhe wood, upon 
zhe ground, Richard Pendeil being conſtantly with him , and 
domerimes the other three ; Ir proved to be a very rainy day, 
and the King was wet with the ſhowers ; thereupon Frans 
Yates his witc came into the wood, vn whom the King at Arſt 
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lookr ſomething dnbiouſly, yu reſolnely askt her, whether ſhe 
could be faithful roa diſtrefied Cavalier : To which the reply- 
ed, Sir, 1 will dic rather rhen diſcover you : She brought with 
her a blanket ro keep the King dry , and his firſt meat he eat 
there , viz, a meſs of milk, eggs, and ſugar, in a black earthen 
cup, which the King gueſſed to be milk and app'es, and ſaid 
he loved it very well. Afrer he had drank ſome , and cat ſome 
ina Pewter ſpoon , he gave the reſt ro George, aud bid him ear 
ir, for it was very good. There was nothing of moment pafſed 
this day in Court, bur only his Majeſty exchanged his Wood- 
bill for Francis Yates his Broom-hook , being ſomething 
lighter. - 
©The King was hardly brought ro faſhiun himſeit ro their 
gate, or to bend his ſtreighr body down to his feer, rhe lan- 
guage in his ſtay and pafimg to Worceſter, he cuuld rune 
well ; moſt of the day was ſpent in conforming him to rheir 
words , till ator five aclock rhar evening, che King with his 
allane Rerinue cf Richard, Humpbry , George, and Francis Yates, 
Kr the wood , and berook himſelf ro Richards lirrle houſe, 
where he went under the name of William Jones, a Woodcutter, 
newly come thither tor work. Ar his coming, rhe good wife 
for his enterrainment ar ſupper, was preparing a Fricafs of Ba- 
con and Eggs, and while that was doing, rhe King he'd un 
his knees rheir Daughter Ngn : He ear very ittle , ruminaring 
and pauſing on his inrended paſſage into Wales. . 

Atrer ſupper ended, the Mother of the Pendrills came and 
kneeled, and took her leave of the King; fo did rhe reſt of 
his poor mean atrendanes, only Richard went along with rhe 
King, to condu&t and guide him, it being then dark, and rhe 
way troubleſome. 

Their intended journey was to Mr. Welfes of Madely, ſome $ 
miles diſtant from M hite-Ladies , ot whom the King had a good 
charaGer from his ſervant Richard. By the way they were pur 
ro a fright at a Mill-water, by a Miller that had taken into his 

oreqion ſome of the ſame undone party , fo that Richard was 
orced ro wade through , and the King to follow hun by .rhe 
ratling muſick ot his leather breeches. 

It was late at night betore they got ro Madely ; wherefore 
Richard very confidently knockt ar Mr. Walfes door, which his 
Daughter opening, he defired ro be ler in, relling ber rhe —__ 
was with him : So they borh entred , rill Mr, Welfe came a 
welcomed the King , who though wearicd, and his teer = 
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rramely fore ,- yer held ir nor convenient (of which Opinion 
Mr. Welfe was alſo ) ro lodge in rhe honſe. Here he was in- 
formed (which was his main buſineſs) thar rhere was no paſ- 
ſage ro be had over Severn inzo Wales , the river being ſo guard- 
ed and watched, rhar there was no atrempring of it withour 
extreme hazard and peril. . Atrer ſome other diſcourſes of the 
like rendency, rhe King was conveyed to an Heylotr, where he 
and Richard repoſed rhemſelve;” (though the Kings ſore feer ve- 

much rroubled him ) rhar night, and nexr day , being Fri- 

y, and on that nighr, the ſame hour rhcy arrived, rhey ſer tor- 
ward ro Boſcabell , having had proviſion , 

« from the ſaid Mr. Wolfe , his Daughter alſo bringing rhe King 
into his way ſome rwo miles, and rhen ſhe rerurned. 

Ar his coming to Boſcabel{, rhe King was ſo wearied, his feer 
being bliſtered with travelling in ſuch co:irſe and ſtiff accourre- 
ments as he had on his legs, and lying in them, thar he was 
ſcarce able ro ſtand or go ,: which Will. wite perceiving , ſhe 
ftripr off his ſtockings, and cur rhe bliſters, and waſhed hs feer, 
which gave rhe King ſome ca'e. 

The ſame rime Colonel Carelos, one that made good rhe 
Kings Rear at Worceſter , and gave the King rime to eſcape, ha- 
ving ſcen the laſt man killed in that lamenrable fighr, was alſo 
come tO Boſcabell, a refuge he had uſed beiore, where rhe King 
mer hum, the Coftnel myſt humbly and joyfully welcoming him 
ro thar moſt ſure rexrear, 

After a ſhnyt conference together , it was judged by them both , as 
the probableſt means of ſecurity , that the King (houl | betake him- 
ſelf again to the wood : Accor /ingly, Saturday the fixth of Seprem- 
ber, in the morning, they went #nto the wood tovether, the Colonel 
leading the way to that ſv much now celebrated Dak,, where before 
be had been lodred bimſelf ; William, Pendrill brought a Ladder, by 
which) they | of «wp into the boughs and branchecuf the tree , which 
were very thick, and well ſpread, and full of leaves, ſo that it 
Was not poſſible for any to ſee through them. 

When they were Loth up, William brought them wp two Pillows 
to bye up, where the Arms and branches were thickeſt ; and the 
King being over-wearied with his journey and ſore travel , waxed 
very heavy, Rith a propenſity to ſleep. The Colonel tr eaſe his Maje- 

fy the beft he could; deſired him to lay his head in his lap, and reſt 
the other parts of his body on the pillow, which the King did ;, and 
after he had taken a good flerp (while William and his wiſe Joan 
went pealyny up and down with anxieus thouzhts gathering of 
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f hs with a Nut-hook ) awaked very hungry , and wiſhed for ſome 
viftuals : That defuge was ſoon ſatisfied , the Colonel pulling our of 
his pocket 4 Yood lunchion of bread and cheeſe , whidy ) oan had $i- 
ven him for provant that day , and had wrapt it up mn a clean Ln- 
nen cloth, of which the King fed very beartily , and was well plea- 
ſed with it, and highly commended his void fare : Some other pittance 
of relief in drink he had alſo , which was put up to him un a bottle 
by a long hook-ſtick. 

The King intended nor long ro ſtay at Boſcabell 3 therefore 
Richard was lent ro one-Mr. Manwaring, an acquainrance of Co- 
lonel Ca elosat Woller Hampton , ſome rhree miles from Boſcabell, 
wirh ſome inſtructions, and to enquire if he knew not 0+. any ſe- 
curiry for one of the Kings ruined parry , Mr. Manwaring re- 
turned , that himſelt could not , bur would enquire it a friend 
of his, naming Mr. Whigreay could : So Richard rerurned, and 
brought with him ſome wine , and other retreſhments from the 
Town. 

Neither was Humphrey idle or unimployed , bur was ſent a+ 
broad ro lay our for intelligence , which rhe eafilier. ro come 
by , he was fenr ro one Caprain Broadwayes of Shefnal,” a Cap- 
rain of rhe new raiſed Mihiria, under prerence ot paying his 
Miftreffes muney tor a man thar was taxed upon her Br rhar ſer+ 
vice: While hewas th re, a Parliament Colonel came in ro 
underſtand of Broadwayes , what farther diſcovery was made 
ar White-Ladies fixce the rime the King eſcaped ; ro which Brogd- 
wayes aniwered , he conld fay norhing more to it, bur = 
was one of rhat place below, that might perhaps give him 
rer faris|aftion.

The next day being Sunday , Tohn came to Beſcabell from m 
Lord Wilmer , having been ſent before ro White- Ladies, bur mi 
of rhe King , by reaſon of his being ar Madely then, ro ac- 

naine rhe King withrhe conveniency of Mr. Wh:egreavs houſe, 
there being ſuch a ſecrer place in ir tt two walls, rhat a 
fafer could nor be imagined : Upon rhis news ir was reſolved, 
that the King on Sunday night lare ſhould go ro Moeſely , ro the 
faid Mr. Whergreavs, and the Colonel ro ſhifr for himſelf : All 
that day being Sunday, the King kept himſelf inghe ſeerer place 
whgrt he ſay that night, having been much Sfemmedaied 
through rhe ſhortneſs of ir. As ſoon as the appointed hour 
was come , Humphrey the Miller was ready with his horſe that 
ſh6uld carry the King , for none orher with ſafery and conveni- 
ence could be had. This was a kind of War-horſe , that had 
carried many a load of proviſion, meal, and ſuch like ; but now 
rhere was pur on him a bridle and a ſaddle rhat had outworn irs 
rree and irons. ® 

The horſe ſtanding at the duor , the King came out, intend- 


ing to have none along with him bur Tos ; bur rhe other five 


brothers infiſting on rhe danger of his going fo ill arrended, fo 
many ſtragling ſouldiers lying up and down rhe Country , he a- 
greed to have them all along wich him, and ſorook his farewell 
o Colonel Carelos, who very diſconſolately parred from

The King being meunged , the fx Brethren guarding him 
behind, and b:fore, and on cach fide , Hwmphrey _ -

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horſe, rhey beg their journey : The, way wa ſometMing dir- 
ty , andevery where rhe horſe blundering, cauſed rhe King ro

: durifully landed rhem at Deep in Normandy , trow whence rhe 
King went immediarely ro Paris , where he was welcomed by 
thar Cuurr , bur moſt joytully received by our Queen his Mo- 
ther, and the Duke, and rhar moſt aftettionate Uncle ot his 
Majeſties, rhe lare deceaſed Duke @f Orleans , of famous me- 
mory.

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F er this deteat , Scorfand is with little difficulry (Gene- 
ral Mons, ſeizing moſt of rhe Scotch Presbyterian Nobiliry 
at Ellas, where they were in Councel ) reduced to the obedi- 
ence of rhe Parliament ; Garriſons were placed every where, 
and four Citradels moſt impregnably fortified at Leith, S. Tohn- 
ftons , Ayre, and Innerneſs ; fo that the toral Conqueſt of that 
Natiun was by the Engliſh chen accompliſhed , and fo far forth 
ſecured for ever. | 
This Triumph \welled the new State ro orher great enterpri- 
z& ; the Ditch had ſtood upon ſome pantetilio of honour with 
them , as being rhe junior ſtare ;, and for their relation ro rhe 
Prince of Aurange, their General , were infpetted (tr ma- 
ny variations in that compaſs ) of adhcrance ro the King his Bros 
abdo-teds the ſaid Prince being larely dead. For theſe rea- 
ſons, the Parhament publithed an AR (by them made) far the 
incouragement of Navigation , rhe moſt advantagious and plea- 
fing to the Engliſh Marriners , and'as hurtful and diſpleaſant ro 
the Hollander , forbidding any goods ro be exporred from any 
place , bur whar were of the grcwrh 3nd manutatture thereof 
in any other veſſels bur rheir own, and Engliſh , which rorally 
excluded rhe Hollander , ſaving ſome perry Merchandiſes of 
Linen , Madcras, &c. | 

The Steres of HeH[and hereupon arm, and ſer forth a Fleet of 
ſhips under Admiral /an-Trump, who meeting with our Fleer 
at the Downs, in the beginning of May, under Bowrn , who was 
ſoon relieved by General Blake , rhe Flag being refuſed by rhe 
Durch ; the behr began, and continned about tour honres till 
night , che ſucceſs _— rhe Engliſh. | 

This attempr made by rhe Durch, highly exaſperaredrhe then 
Stare , who were uſed ro the exceſſes and nncoutroulments of 
Forrune , ſo that rhe Ambafſadors here could not allay their tu; 
ry, bur deparred home. : : 

Sir George Arſcue , one of rhe Parliaments Captains over 2 
Squadron ot ſhips, being abour Plymouth , met with a Sail of 
fifry Durch Men of War, and by night, after ſome confli&,part- 
ed equally from rhem. 

General Blake roving abour the Downs, met with the French 
Fleet, then bound for the relict of Dunkirk, befieged by the 
Spaniard , which he rook altogerher, and thereupon chat Town 
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was fendred to the Arch-Duke Leopold. 

On the 28 of September , rhe Engliſh met the Durch Fleer at 
a place called the Kentiſh-Knock , where ſome ot the greareſt 
Englith {h1ps ſtruck on the Sand; , bur gerting off again; they 
ſo Cray plycd rhe Dutch , that they were torced ro fly , fa- 
ving themſclves trom a prearer loſs then the diſabling ot ſome 
fix ſhips, whereof rhe Rear-Admiral waz one. This was recom- 
penſed by the Nurch , whorook a Man of War in the Stra ts, 

, by Porte» Longone. 
On rhe rwenticth of December,, YVan-Trump with a new rig- 
Degenb ged Flcer came again rorhe Downs with 190 Men of War, and 
Fireſhips,, where Blake unhappily with a ſmall number wer 
rhem , 3nd was forced ro ſail tor it , being mach indargercd 
himſel: z Here were loſt rhe Garland and P:naeventure, and rwo 
other Merchants Ship;, beſides rhe Yanguard and F'itory very 
much ſharrered, 
The Durch crowed upon this Viciory , and with a numero: s 
Feb: 13. Fleer of Merchant-men ſailed ro Rechel , giving our, that they 
would (weep the Seas of the Englith ; bur at their return rhe 
Engl.ſh mer them ar Portland , and gave rhem ſuch a re-cncoun- 
| ter , that airer three daies fhgbr (v.ry terrible) che-Durch fled, 
nine Men of War being raken , and fitry Mcrchant-men, much 
flaughrer on both ſides, bur the moſt on rhe conquered : Y'an- 
Trump toCalice, andrhencero the Weilings ; the Enghih ro Do- 
yer, and ſyuro Ports. 

This a ſecond rime was repaid vs, by an overthrow. given 
us inthe Straits , where hve of our Ships being not longer rn 
be proteetcd by rhe Duke of Fl,rence , coming vurt of Legers, 
were over-powred by a Nurch Fleet of 24 Sil, and rhe Leo- 
pard, and another Bonaventure raken , with orher damages rv the 
Levant Trade. 

Bur ſuch wzs their prear preparations art home , rhar the Par- 
liament minded nothing elſe, waving all publigk buſineſſes 
from the King of France , concerning the Ships raken art Dun- 
kirk , and another meſſage from Bowrd-aux , and for a while de- 
terring rhe Portugal E mbafſidor , Who came ro offer reſtirurion. 
And yer inthe herghr ot this grand defign , an unexpedted, or 
at leaſt an unwardable blow quite undid rhem and rheir deſigns, 
leaving them, as hecame, th - laughrer and ſcorn of rhe Nation, 
while rh&r General having rurned them our , and diffolved 
them , made him{clt, -a:z&r aſhort inservall of time, the Sus 
preme Magjiftrare, 1. |

[N Or on the twentieth of April, 1653. Cromwell ſuddenly and April; 


forcibly turn: our the Parliament , who had for four years, 
and as much as from Ianwary ro April this year , fince they 
murthered the King, tyrannized over the three Nations. 
Afrer this violation of that violencing Parliament , Cromwell 
and his Officers call a new Repreſentative , and ere& a new 
Conncel of Srate , wherein ror one man of ( bur only ſuch as 
were revolrers from) the Commonwealth were admirred. By 
the FACE of rhis new creded Councel , a Convention is al- 
ſ.mbled of 120. who did nothing but folly and miſchief againſt 
Church and people, particularly by rheir lawleſs a& of Mar- 
riapes , and vore againſt Tyrhes , and rhen rhe cunninger. parr 
of them reafligned their Truſt and Power to rhe ſame hand thar 
gave ir , having made an Atalſo for a Tax , according to rhe 
old" mode of 120000 pound per menſem. 


By thi; ſhift of power , Cromwell was , as they and he ſaid, Deecm 
inveſted with the Supre-1e Authority, it being devolved unto "2+ 


him by rhe late refignarion ; and theretore a new device of Go- 
verninent was now projected , which was contained in an In- 
ſtrumenr conſiſting of 42 Articles ; whereby he is made Lord 
ProrecQor of England, Scetl.ind, and Ireland , and ſolemnly in- 
ſtalled before the Lord Mayor of London , on rhe fixreenth of 
the fame monerh.. This was prerended ta be drawn our of 
Magna Charts ;, bur what need we fay of it? 

Sume-truglings there were abour rhe beginning of the new 
year in Scotland and Ireland ; in the firſt for lite , the other of 
dearh, rhe Scotch hoping ro recover rhemſelves, and the Iriſh 
arrhe |: gaſp, all places and perſons being neer reduced ro 
che Uſurper,. | 

During rhis intermiflion of Government in England , yet 
there was nu vacancy of War berwixt us and the Hollanders, 
who ſenſible of rhe'r own weakneſs, and the new Protectors 
troubles, in his ambirious aſpiring defigns , ſent over Embaſſa- 
dors tyrrear. While they were here, the Fleers of both States 
being prepared , and out at Sea, happened two diſmal encoun- 


rers; the firſt on the 23 of I»ly, (op Dutch having before con- 
ec 


veyed one Fleet oin rowardst and Weſt, France, Spain, 
ndtheLevant,abour by Scotland;and conveyed rwo Fleershome, 
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other rhat came about from France, Lev.nt, ec.) which conti- 
nued for rhree daie; fighting and flying ; in the firſt whereof 
General Dean was. flain with a Canon bullet hard by General 
Monck, ( fo Providence diſtinguiſhed berwixt a King-Murderer 
and a King-Reſtorer ) and rhe rwo next, in ſeizing and entring 
ſeveral ſhips in the purſuit , until ſuch rime as they got into the 
Weylings, having loſt ſeventeen Men of War , whereof eleven 
taken and ifix ſunk , and many priſoners raken ; and which was 
worſt, rhe Coaſt ot Holland was fo blockt up, that no ſhips 
could ſafely arrive in their harbours, nor no joyning of one 
pa:r of the Fleer ( then a rigging new , to remedy this over- 
throw) with another. 

All preparations were therefore wade by rhe Hollander ,” ro 
recover not only rheir credit ; bur their livelihood and ſubſi- 
ſtance , which was ro drive rhe Engliſh from rhe coaſt ; and Ge- 
neral Yan-Trump having firted himſelt with the choice ot his 
Connrry , borh for men and ſhips, reſolved for ro effect it 
whereupon on the ſecond of 7uly he failed trom the Weylings, 
and ſoon after joyned with a Flect trom the Texcl , *ar rhe fighr 
of which Fleers the Engliſh weighed , and onthe 23 in the at- 
rernoon , part of the Engliſh under General Monk, then Admi- 
ral, charged rhrough them ; the next day the whole Fleet came 
up, bur being b!uſtrous wearher conld nor ingage , but on Sa- 
mrday borh Fleets tell ro it, and made an end , the Durch be- 
ing worſted , and miſerably ſhattered , thirry fix ſhips raken, 
burnt, and ſunk, the reſt eſcaping into the Texel, trum whence 
were larely ſome of them equipped. 

This was the parting blow oft that War , the Dutch Ambaſ- 
ſadors — peace preſently , which was rranſadted by 


Oliver, and concluded by him, for the tacilitating his vaſter / 


defigns at home , this adding repuration rv his furure underta- 
kings ; and ſo the quarrel for the Dominion of the Seas ended. 

This War fo ended, wirh ſuch honourable ſucceſs and advan- 
rage , Cromwell having, as betore is ſaid, rhe power reſigned 
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into his hands, rook upon him ro att as chict Magiſtrate, urg'd | 


therero by rhe Army and the well-afte&ted people, and inſtal 
himſelf, as betore, ar Weſtmnſter the ſixteenth day of December, 
Lord Protector of the three Nations. 

Bemg alſo now proclaimed by his Councel, with the ſtile a- 
foreſaid, endeavours were uſed every where ro countenance it 
"with Addrefſes, bur the main one, was the invitation .of the 
Ciry tor him ro dine at Grocers Hall , which they ſwnpruouſly, 

pertorm- 
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performed. and he ambiriouſly enough received, Knighring the 
Mayor ior the Ciries kindnel:. | 

Bur kindneſs would yield no money , therefore cruelry muſt ; 
a plor againſt che Prorecors lite by une Colonel Tobs Gerrard, 
Mr. Fox. Mr. Yowel, and orhers , who nor bcing chargeable b 
rhe Laws for any ſuch arremprs , were brought before a Hiph 
Courr of Juſtice, and Colunel Gerrard and Mr. Yowel con- 
demned , and ſeverally execured ; with Gerrard was executed 
Dor Pontaleon , the Portugal Ambaſſadors Brother , who had 
made a Riot in the New-Exchange , and ſlain a Gentleman, ro 
whole reſcue this Noble Gerrard very bravely ventured , and 
yer their tare w:s one. 

General M ddlcton lands in Scorland, with ſome ſupplyes from 
rhe King ; whereupon Glencarn and Seafert joyn with him, and 
pur a new tace upon the Kings buſineſs there ; bur in concluſion 
all came to norhing , the Earl of Middfeton being deteated ar 
Longherry, who had marched through all rhe Highlands atter 
him, and there overrook and worſted him , Middleton himſelf 
eſcaping, and the Earl of Glexcarn, and rhe Lords of the Roy- 
al Party, coming in upon condirions , rill atl was quieted in 
that Kingdome,

King Charles the Second abour rhis time departed the K ing+ 


dome of France , upon intimatiun of a Treaty then on foor he- 
ewixr that Crown and the Proreor , whom ſoon followed Vis 


' Brother the Duke of York; and the Duke ot Gloceſter , being 


rempred ro turn Papiſt , was fought onr of rhe Jeſuires Colledg 
by the Marqueſs ot Ormond, according ro the command of the 
King his Brother. 

Now according to the Inſtrument of Government , Cromwel 
called his firſt Triennial Parliament , which ha1 fit but juſt five 
Iunary moneths, ſpent in debaring rhe aforeſaid Inſtrument, and 
Cromwell; Authoriry , when Cromwell came, ſcent tor the Houſe 
zo the Painted Chamber, and diffolved ir with a very red ou; and 
deceirtul ſpeech. 

Now another plot, after this difſolution of rhe Parliament, 
which ended with much publick diſcontent, and therefore was 
—_ a very fit juncture for ſuch a buſineſs, was tound our, 
and difcovered trum abroad by one Manninz, one of rhe Secre- 
farics ro the King then at Coſen + The firſt eruprion of rhis ge+ 
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neral deſign was at Salisbury, on the fixteenth of March, of ſome 
three hundred men , under rhe command of Sir 1ſeph Wagſt:f, 
in chict, and Colonch Penruddo k, and Gyves, confiſting al- 
rogerther 0: men. of quality and condition : Theſe proceeded 
Weſtward , where at Blandford they proclaimed the King , bur 
Oliver knowing rhe plot before hand, had ſert ſome horſe rhat 
way, Who forthwith purſued them , they bending rowards 
Devonſhire , where at Southmolton they were ſurprized in their 
quarters, Waxftaft eſcaped , bur Penruddockand G-0ver, rhough 
afrcr quarrer promiſed by Colonel /nton Crook, who rook them, 
with ſome twenty more, were beheaded and execute 1 :t ſeycral 
places. 4 . 
Another party at the ſame rime ſorprized tHe Town of Shrewſ- 
bury, and endeavoured ro rake rhe Caſil-, but were diſcovered, 
and (9 failed of their enxerpriſe : The like riſing alſo in Mont- 
gomeryſh re, in Sherwood Forreſt in Nottingheas /ire, and in 
Yorkghive and Northumberland , fo that though it was laid gene- 
rally through the Nation, yer by the t:cachery of that Man- 
ning, the deſign was traftrared , which ſoon brought alter ir a 
trick Called Decmation of rhe Cavaliers Eſtates for cheir old and 
this new (ſo rermed) Delinquency. 

The Prorettor had ſeared himfel*, as he rhought, pretty (aſt 
in his new Uſarpation , he had concluded a League with the 
Dutch, and Whitlock had made another tor him wirh rhe Swede, 

 andnow the French had alſc entred into the like Contederation, 

prevening the Spin ar, - che firſt defign whercot proved 

to be an attempt upon the' King ot Spains Weſt-Indies , adviſed 
by Cardinal Mazarine , and vigorouſly pur in execution by the 
Prorector ;- for on the ninereenth of December , a well-appoint- 
ed Fleer ſer ſail from Poreſm1nth ro rhe Barbadoes , where , and 
not before, rhe General; had order ro open their Commnſions, 
(Venables forthe Land, and Pew for the Sca forces ) no bo- 
dy cerrainly knowing their deſign , an occaſion ot much mil;' 
chief afterwards to rhe exp-dition, neither Commanders nor 

Sonldiers being ſufficiently provided tor fo long a ſervice with 
neceſſaries, 

On the 29th of Ianwary , the whole Fleer , excepr the Chas 
rity , where the horſes and other proviſions were pur aboard, 
arrived at Anchor in Cax/iſle Bay at the Barbadoes ;, and landed 
rheir men , where having made up the three rhouſand they 


| brought with them trom England, ro the number of eight thou- 


F «> fand, with Planters from rhe adjacent Ifles , the 32 of _ 
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they ſer fail fromthe Barbadoes , and f1x daie; a'ter, ar $.Chrifte- 
phers, took in thirteen hundred men more ( Volnnriers ) and 
from thence on the rhirreenth of April arrived ar S. Domingo, 
Here a Conncel of War was called , and ir was determined, 
that GenVenable; ſhonld land with ſeven rhovfand men,and rhrte 
daie; proviſion, ren or rw?lve leagues Weſtward ro the Town, 
the Army being ve y joytl , and expecting nothing leſs then 
heaps oft gold ; accordingly rhey landed, bur then a Protlamar!- 
on was made, rhat nod man ſhould rouch or plunder ro his own 
uſe any plare, money, &:. which fo deaded their hearts, thar 
whar with that, andthe incormadiouſnefs and thirſt they fu*- 
tered in that hur piſſage , being forced ro driuk their own U- 
rine, they were fo diſheartned and diſmayed, thar ar rhe very 
fir ſt encounter of rhe Enemy rheir courage failed them, and an 
inconfiderable Enemy made prear execur:on on rhem.

This firſt ſucceſleſs combar ruck a panick tear through rhe 
whole Army , ſo that rhey began ro grow at:aid of the ruſtlin 
of rhe leafs of rhoſe thick woods rhey wandred in ; bur ar lat 
up they came ro a Forr neer S. Domingo, where having wade 
ready their Morrar Gun; to play upon ir, orders were given for 
the diſmounting and hiding of chem, and rhe nexr day with 
all haſt the Army reimbarqued again , having neirher proviſion, 
nor any thing elſe fc tor their long return ro Windward for Bar- 
badnes ;, and rherefore it was reſolved, rhar they ſhould ſteer di- 
rely betore the windro Jamiica, where they arrived on rhe 
eighreenth of May , and meering no oppoſition landed , and 
polſeſt rhemſelves of rhe chieteſt Town ; whereupon enſued a 
Treary berwixt the Spaniſh Governour and rhe General, which 
ſpun our r.me, rill the Inhabiranrs had conveyed away their beſt 
goods and carrel ; and ſoon after rhis worthy advenrure,the rwo 
Generals rerarned into Eng/and, and for ſhew-ſake were clapr 
up in the Tower by the Protector, and preſently again releaſed. 
Bur grear was the mortality of this expedirion , ſcarce one in 
four ſurviving ; and the ſame miſery betell them rhat were a'- 
terwards ſent thicther , being rwo thouſand ſtour old Souldiers, 
under rhe ſeveral commands of Colonel Humphreys, and Liev- 
tenant Colonel Bray» , who was ſent laſt to command in ghiet im 
that new-gained Iſland. | 

Bur what honour was loſt here, was ſomething Compenſares 
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by the valour of General Blake , who at the ſam* time thar this 
Fleer went for the Weſt-Indies , was ſent with anorher into the 

' Straits ro repreſs the violence of rhe Pyrares of Alziers , who 
had ſo infeſted thoſe Seas, rhar commerce was nor tree tor any 
Nation ; Therefore having anchored before Alriers , he de- 
manded reſtirurion , and had a civil anſwer, from chence ro his 
farisfa&tion ; thence he arrived at 7'unis, demanding as b. fore ; 
ro which th? Dye or Vice-King returned anſwer , rhat there 
were the Caſtles and Ships of the Grand Seipnior. that he might 
do his worſt, rhey were not ro be ſcared with his Fleet : where- 
upon a Councel of War being called, it was reſolved , to at- 
raque rhe Caſtle; and Porr of Ferino , wherein lay nine Frigats 
ot War, and to burn them, which accordingly, and in deſpight 
of all their Ordnance and Caſtles rhey effected , with a very 

' ſmall loſs: The news hereot was carried ro the Grand Seignior, 
70 the glory ot 'the Engliſh Nation. 

Abovur rhis rime a maſſacre was commirred in Piedmont on rhe 
Proteſtant; there (many ſay nor tor Religion , bur Rebcll on) 
and vaſt ſums of mouney were raiſed by a Declaration of the 
Protectors, reſenting their miſerable - oy m-t parr of which 
came into his own purſe ar rhe Concluſion ; yet while he was 
raking money in one hand for che Chriſtians accompr , he had 
anorher, open for the Jewith, who 2bour this rime had offered 
large ſums for their readmiflion into this Kingdome , rhis could 
nor be dane wirhour an vdium, and yer che Protector kept what 
he had in hand as carncſt from them. 

The next dehgn was a Turkiſh one, having erected rhe o!- 
| fee and power of Major Generals, equal ro Baſhaws , tor the 
; Teveral Counties , bart they being upſtarrs, and ſomething eclip- 

fing his cwn entire grearners , he ſoon atter laid chem afide, 
(bur never roxally abrogared chem ) having made ufc of them 
ro levy his new extorrion of Decimation. 

A War now was declared berwixt the Spaniard and rhe Pro- 
zettor , who ſent the ewo Generals, Blake, (and Montague new 
made one) ro block up the Port at Cadiz, and ro way-lay the 
Plare-Fleer in irs return trom the Indies ( nothing was omirted 
0 ger money , which the people of Eng/and would nor part 
with ro him ) while the French peace was then proclaimed, 
which had Leen agreed on, as before. Before Cadit,, the En- 

liſh lay, hoping to draw the Spaniards our, but he would nor 
Fi , imagining the Engliſh muſt remove for treſb water hame- 
ward , but rhat wa; found necter there , at Whers Buy in Portu- 
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val , wherher rhe Generals being gone for [the aforeſaid pur-= 
poſe , leavmg Rear-Achn:cal Scayner to have an eye upon rhe 
Coaſt, and port of Cadiz, he cruſfing up anddown , efpicd a 
Fleet making thitherwards , whereupon being ro Leeward, he 
made all rhe p>flible ſpeed he could ro ger up ro them, rhey 
ſuppoſing his Squadron ro be bur Fiſhermen , and having rece!- 
ved tale intelligence the day betore, rhar rhe Engliſh were dc- 
parted , and preſently ingaged : The Spaniards were eight rall 
Galeons, he bur three rhat tought ; »7, the Speaker, the Bridge- 
water, and rhe Plymouth ; rhe fight was ſoon over ; of rhe Spa- 
n:{h rwo were raken, rwo burnt, one ſunk , rworan aſhore, and 
one eſcaped : In one of thoſe rhat was taken great riches were 
found, borh in Plate and in Cucheneal , bur in the orher licrle 
ſave hides: For this mny a Thankſgiving day was ordered, 
and much rejoycing at Wh tehall.

Nevertheleſs this money would nor ſerve tun , and therefore 
rhe Protector reſolved ro put ir ro tryal what he could do by 3 
Parliament, hoping this ſacceſs , and his repnrarion abroad, 
might have begor a dread and reverence upon- the people , {@ 
that he ſumwons a Parl ament by his own Writ, to be held ar 
Weſtminſter the 17th of September ; where find ng the Eledtion 
not anſwering 113. intendments, many of the late Aﬀembly be- 
ing returned again for this , he impoſerh a recognition of his 
Authority to be taken by every Member, befure he ſbould fit in 
th- Houle ; and rhereupon excludes far rhe major part. Others 
alſo, offended at rhis manner ot proceeding, voluntarily abſenred 
chemſelve:, and rerired into their reſpective Counries ; ſo rhat 
haying packr rhis Convention according to his mind , the rem- 
nant choſe Sir Thomas Widdrington Speaker, and fell ro work, e- 
natting ſeveral things for the Protector firſt, for ſecuriry ot his 
perſon and dignity , which had lately been atrempred by one 
Syndercomb (and tor which he was convitted and condemned at 
the Kings Bench Bar, then called rhe Upper bench , and was 
ſuppoſed ro prevent his execution , ro have poyſoned himſelf 
the night before in the Tower, from whence he was drawn na- 
ked art a horſe rail, and burned under rhe Scaffold ar Tower-hill, 
and a ſtake drove through him ) and the next, the life of the 
Cauſe , for raifing ot money to maintain the War againſt Spain, 
and tor cominuing Tonnage apd Poundage 3 anocher wa} For 
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AR for preventing bnildings in and abour London, a whole years 
Revenue to be paid for all ſach houſes as had been built upon 
new foundarions fince rhe year 1620. and an Act confirming and 
continuing the Exciſe : Bur the chicfeſt of all was, a device call- 
ed, The humble Petition and Advice , wherein Cromwell was en- 
rreared ro be King, bur his ambirion durſt nor venture upon it,as 
wn. tn Rtood , fe he was contenred ro be inſtalled again Lord 
Prot —y the Authority of Parfiament , which was wanting 
before, and thar ſolemnly and very ſtarely was ſoon after cele- 
brared, and rhe Parljament adjonnted.

Leave we the Proteftor awhile, and return ro General Blake 
on the Coaſt of Spa » , where finding nothing ro do, being in- 
formed that rhe Plate-Fleer was arrived in the Canary Iflands, 
and unladen, he reſolved to fail rhirher , and fire rhe Galeons 
in the Harbour of Santa Cruz, which with much bravery, 
chongh wirh as much danger and hazard, on rhe 2zorh of April, 
was artempred firſt by Sir Richard Stayner, and ſeconded by rhe 
whole Fleer , fo that in four hours ſpace they fired ſixreen ſhips, 
and flew many hundred Spaniards on board and on ſhore , lofng 
only, ſome 50 ſlain, and 120 wounded. © For this exploit the 
General had a Diamond, nigh worth five hun:ired pound (ent 
him , and Caprain Srayner was Knighred by Oliver , bur fince 
the King, our of reſpe& ro his merit , harh confirmed him a 
Knight. 

On the 19th of Apr a conſpiracy was found our of the Fifth 
Monarchifts ; at a honſe in Shoreditch , ſeveral Arms and Co- 
fonrs were raken ; as | kewiſe Major General Harriſon , Colonel 
Rich, Vice-Admiral Lawſon, Fenner, and others of rhar part 
were ſecured ; ir came ro nothing rhen, bur burſt our dangeronut- 
ty fince. 

” This Summer the Prote&or , according ro compatt and a- 
greement with rhe French, had ſent over ſome forces ro joyn 
with the French King againſt the Spaniard in Flanders : Thele 
under rhe Command of Commiſfary General Reynolds , landed 
in Picardy, and about the end of Offober , rhe French and he 
came and fi down before Mardike , a Fort neer Duakjrk, and 
of concemment to the raking of Dunkirk it ſelf: This place, 
afrer a ſhorr fiege; was rendred, and by rhe French pur into the 
Englifh hands, and ſo the French berook rhemſelyes ro their 
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winrer-quarters , While the Spaniard, nnder rhe leading ct rhe 
Duke of York, atrempred by ſtorm in the night time to regain 
it from rhe Engliſh, bur were valiantly repulſed. 

General Blake returning home trom hi Trinmphs over the 
Spaniard, died on Shiphoard , in fighr. of Engliſh Land ;: and 
General Reynolds returning out of F/andeys to Enyland, was caſt 
away inthe Goodwin Sands, and with him Colonel White, and o> 
thers. 

By one of the clauſes of the humble Petition and Advice, it 
was declared, thar the Parliament ſhould confift ot rwo How 
ſes ; therefore Cromwell, doring the adjournment, fll'd up the 
nnmber ot rhat Orher Houſe , that was irs name, conſiſting of 
ſixry two perſons, moſt ot them Officers of the Army,, and his 
neer Relations , moiſt of rhem ot mean extraction : Theſe ne- 
vertheleſs , ar rhe expiring of the prorogation appeared ,, and 
rook rheir places in the Houſe of Lords, according as rhe anti- 
ent cuſtome was , wherher the Prorector came and ſent tor: rhe 
Houſe of Commons , where he made a canting ſpeech ro them, 
bur rhe Commens returning to rheir Houſe , having admirred all 
their Members, would neither own rhe new Lor ls, nor him 
thar made rhem ſo , bur tell into ligh diſpures- abour the Go- 
vernment ; ſo that Cromwell ſeeing how rhe: game was likely.ro 
go, came, and in a great tury within ren daies afrer rheir refir- 
ting, difſolved them.

Now it pleaſed God ſuddenly afrer_this ryranny and cmelry, 
commirred on thoſe innocent perſons above-named, ro call rhis 
Protector ro an account , who lingring ſome time wirh an ague 
and a pain in his inteſtines, on the third day of September , his 
great forrunate day , breathed our h's laſt , his death being 
uſhered by a moſt rerrible wind, and rhe coming ut a Whale up 
the River of Thames , of twenty yards long. Thus ended rlþt 
wrerched Polirique. I 

Afrer Oliver Prote@or war dead, his Son Richard , according 
ro an Arricle jnrhe Inſtrument 0: Government , by which he 

was to declare his Succeſſor , was by his Fathers Councel pro- 
claimed Lord Protector nf theſe three Nations, wirh rhe uſual 
ſolemniries, and accordingly owned by ſeveral addrelies trom 
moſt parts ot rhe Kingdome, but drawn and ſubſcribed by ſome 
particular perſons of rhe tunes , who obrruded rhem upon the 
reſt. He was courted alſo by the French, Swediſh, Durch Am- 
bafſadors, who all condoled him tor his Fathers death. 

After a little reſpit of rime , Richard was adviſed ro call a 
Par! rt, the Courtiers thinking, that whar with the Army 
and rhe Lawyers, they ſhould make their parry good for rhe 
Proreftor in the Houle of Commons , being ſure ot cheir other 
Houſe ot Peers, and in the mean rime took care tor his Fathers 
Funerals ; which were (olemnized in moſt ample manner, above 
the expences uſual ro any of onr Kings deceaſed, November 23. 
1658. 

The Parliament being convened on the 27th of Ianuary, the 
Protector and his new Lords gave rhema meeting in the Lords 
Houſe , where he made a ſpeech ro them, which was ſeconded 
by the Keeper Fiennes , and fo departed ro Whitehall, rhe Lords 
keeping rheir ſears, and rhe major part of che Houſe of Com- 
mons , not vouchſahng audience . berook themſelves ro their 
own houſe , and eledted Challoney Chute for their Speaker. 

The Parliament heing in ſame meaſure , fnller then it nſed, 
by reaſon of Knights and Burgefſes from Scotland and Ireland, 
began with the old Trade of queſtioning the power. In con- 
elufion , rhe debare came ro rhis reſulr, rhat rhey would recog- 
nize the Lord Proteftor, bur ſo rhar nothing ſhould be diading, 
rill all orher Ads ro be prepared by the Parliament fhou 
likewiſe paſs and be confirmed : For the other Houſe aNo, rhar 
no ſtop might be put to the great defign vt (crling the King- 

one, 
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dome, which was then aimed at , and thar queſtion of owning 
them being bur a baulk ro rheir proceeding , they reſolved ro 
tranſat with them for rhis Parliament as a Houſe of Peers, nor 
excluding rhe right of orher the Peers of England. 

The Protector, arrhe inſtance of rhe King of Sweden , had 
tigg'd forth a Fleer for rhe Sound, which being ready to fer 
ſail, rhe Parliament ordered rhart for rhis rime rhe Prorteor 
(hould have the mannagement of the Miliria in rhis expedition, 
reſerving to themſelves rhe Supreme right rherero ; rhat Fleer, 
afrer fix monerhs rime , rerurned back again, re infefta. 

Now the debares flew high in the Houſe of Commons , rend- 
ing ro the leſſening the power of rhe Sword, which was grown 
ſo exorbirant ; rheretore rhe Army being ſenfible wherero ſuch 
conſultations would finally rend, reſolved ro break up rhe Par- 
liament; and accordingly, having ſecnred the Prore&or, made 
him ſign a Committion-ro Fiexnes ro diffolv* it , which accord- 
ingly was done, though rhe Houſe oft Commons, ro' prevent 
ix, adjourned rhemſelvestor rhree dates ; bur then our came a 
Proclamation , forced likewiſe from rhe ProreQor, whereby he 
declared rhat Parhament to be abſolurely diffolved. 

Now the Army , and ſome of rhe tail of the Parliament 
which were rurned out by Of yer in 1653. joyn their heads roge- 
ther , and ſo make way tor their free Commonwealth again. Ri- 
chard Protettor is laid afide , rhe Officers ot the Army playing 
ſome eight daies with rhe Governmeut, and then refigning it 
ro thoſe men , who very readily imbraced the morion , and met 
May 7. in the Houſe the Old Speaker, and ſome forry more 
making up a Quer»m , and forthwith publiſhed a Declaration 
how ghar by the wonderful Providence and goodneſs of God 
they were reſtored , which ro moſt ſeemed rhe ſaddeſt judge- 
ment could befall the Nation. ; 

Preſently rhey fall ro their old trade of ſqueezing money, 
and providing ſure tor themſelves againſt any more artemprs of 
the Army , leiſurely purging out thoſe that had been adtive 
with Oliver againſt them , bur by all means refuſe to admir thoſe 
Members that by the like force were formerly ſecluded in 1648. 
They depoſe the Prorettor, and make him fign a Refignation, 
yet promifing him the year:y allowance of 10000 |. per annum, 
and the payment of his debrs , ſo rhat rhey thought themſelves 
now cock-ſure, levying money by taxes betore hand, to gratifie

% againſt them was in Cheſhire , under Sir George-Byoob, with whom

30. Gentlemen of that County. Againſt theſe, Major General Lam- 

beret , then highly. in favour with the Rump, ſo ir was com- 
monly cal'ed, was ſent with an Army, which with additions our 
ot Irdand , very neer equalled rhar number : Ar a place called 
rthwich , a (mall skirmiſh happcned between them, ſome tour- 
reen killed and wounded ; whereupon - thoſe under Sir George | 
Booth fled , and 4 uy waz delivered; with ſome other holds 
newly pulſeſt by the Cheſhire men ro Lambert , and Zanchy, 
whom he left behind him.to reduce theta , while he himſelr 
fed through Lancaſhire ro his houſe at Craven, where with 
is Ufficers plorted the diffolution of the Rump , which ac- 
cordingly upon his coming up ro London, was pur in execurion, | 
Otober the 11th; .and now the Army had the fole power in 
their hands again. 

Lambert hereupon , for we muſt ſuppoſe he is rhe Agent for 
his own ambirion, rhowgh alſo agreed upon by Fleetwood , and 
the reſt of rhe Officers , erect a Commirrce of Satery of ſome 
thirry of che moſt eminent amongſt rhem , into whoſe hands |

trhe Members of the Rump tcfolve nor to be baffled fo, | 

Sir Arthur Hatlrig in December poſicſt himſelf of Portſmouth, 
and General Monk in Scotland declares his unſatisfedneſs in 
cheſe proceedings of rhe Army at Londen , ſo rhat while Lam- 
bert was ingaged in the North, - aud attending rhe ifſue of # 
Treaty with General Monk there, the Members rerurn from 
Pore|month ro London , raroug the divifion rhey had wrought 
in the Army, the way the y chalked ont ro thei» own rnine. 

The Lord Fairfax was allo riſen with a fuſticient force , re- 
training Lamvoerts men from tree quarter ; fo rhar lacking mo- 
ney, and news arrived of rhe Pariiaments fitting at Weſtminſter, 
he cames back ro London , Whither immadiancly followed him 


General Monk, haying hcen courted all along his march by rhe 
Gcnrlemen 
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Gentlemen of all the Counties of England for a free Parlia- 
ment. 

Ar his coming ro the Parliament , he declared the ſenſe of 
che Countryes through which he pafſed , bur nothing leſs was 
minded by rhem then. a new or free Parliament'; bur this, and 
other his actions, rendred hun very ſuſpirious ro them, nor was 
any man afſured ot his: intentions. To rry him theretore, rhe 
Rump having been denied moneys by the City, and therefore 
offended with them ; to ruine borh, by their expreſs Command, 
the General was ſent with his Army into the City, pulled down 
their Gates and Portculliſes, fſerzed ſeveral Cirizens ar the 
Guildhall , and ſent them ro rhe Tower ; rhis ſeemed ro porrend 
ſome dreadful concluſion : Bur in the interim, rhe Rump vored, 
rhar the Government of the Army ſhould reit in five perſons, 
making the General one of thoſe ; which procedure of theirs, 
preſently drew the Curtain co rhe Scene and defign enſuing,

For now the General having rendezvcuz'd his Army in Finſ- 
bury helds, acquainted his Officers with rhe neceflity uf intro- 
ducing rhe ſecluded Members ever fince 1648. into the Parlia- 
ment, in order to the well-ſerrlement ot rhe Narions, ro which 
rhey afſenred, and forthwith rhe whole Army marched into Lon- 
don , where upon the joytul-news of rhis miraculons turn, (ex- 
pecting nothing but maſlacres and plunderings ) they were moſt 
welcomely entertained , nothing being rhought roo good for 
theſe Gueſts, whom they little before more rhen ſuſpected for 
their Enenues. 

This was Saturday rhe of Febrwary in the alternoon, fo 
rhat arnight the Town was all of a blaze, every door having 
a bonhre , where all the contumely and diſgrace that could be 
done a pcrdite and hated fort of men, by burning, roaſting, and 
trying ol all manner of Rumps of Creatures, was moſt ſpitetul- 
ly pertormed, their Speaker getring home with much danger ro 
his houſe in Chancery-lane. 

A forrnights rime the General ler them alone , minding-rhem 
only of their diffolurion , which rime rhey ſpent in making qua- 
lificarions for the Members to ſerve in the enſuing Parliament, 
which were ſo many, and ſo ſiri& and entealbacdle, chat the 
General delayed no longer , but on Munday, having convened 
the aforeſaid (ecladed Member; at Whitehall, went with chem

Gon and aſtoniſhment of che Rumpers , many of whom for- 
bore ro fir thereatrer in company with them , as knowing what

Th-faid Members being rhus ſerled , addreſt themſelves im- 
mediarely ro rhe (errlemenr, &c. making the General Caprain 
General of all che Forces in the rhree Kingdomes , and nulling 
ſome former deſtructive Vores, and eſtabhiſhing a Militia ot 
well-afte&ed and foyal perſons in the ſeveral Countie: of Envr- 
Hnd , and ryen according ro the contract and comprowiſe on 
the General, onthe day of March, diffolved rhat long and 
fatal Part1amenr, having ordered Wrirs ro iffac out tor a new 
ene ro fir down at Weſtminſter the 25th of April next the year 
x667, 

In rhis interval , the Guvernment was ludped in a Councel 
of Stare, who perſiſted in the ſame wayes for a ſerrlement, 
leaving the Top-ſtone ro be laid by the Free Parliament, a rerm 
mauſual ro our Anceſtors , bur ro this Generation a delightful 
nove'ry , a'tcr ſo many torces and violences upon ſo many in 
fe tew years. Colonel Lambert, ar the inſtance of the Genezal, 
hat by the Rump been ſent ro the Tower, from whence now
